Modernizes Lounge 


What’s new at SAC? 

Besides the addition of 22 
faculty members, educational TV, 
and a thousand new faces, SAC’s 
student union was improved to 
the tune of $2550 during the 
summer. 

Latest improvements 
student union include: 

—A new lighting system for 
the cafeteria, complete with dim- 
mers. Cost: $900. 

—New drapes for the lounge, 
faculty dining room and _ the 
south wall of the cafeteria. Cost: 
$1000. 

—Stands to protect the college 
seal in the lounge foyer. Cost: 
$150. 

—New patio furniture, includ- 
ing tables and modern chairs. 
Cost: $500. 

Other improvements are yet to 
come, according to Dan Weaver, 
ASB president. They are: 

—Pictures to be hung in the 
student lounge. They will be do- 
nated by the class of 1963. 

—An athletic hall of fame, to 
be installed in. the lounge foyer 
during the second semester. Bob 
Grant, athletic. commissioner, is 
in charge of the project. Cost: 
$400. 

—The trophy case in the 
‘lounge will be refurbished, and 
current trophies added. Cost: 
less than $50. 

“Holes in the lounge ceiling 
will be repaired as soon as pos- 
sible,” Weaver said. He blamed

Friday the 13th can spell 
a lucky or unlucky fate for 
remaining students who are 
slipping in under the wire 
today in.the final hours of 
fall registration. 


George Herron, dean of 
admissions and records, re- 
vealed that 4107 students 
appeared on the first three 
days of new registration proce- 
dures that embraced a priority 
system and written application 
form. 

While the 4107 figure is only 
slightly above last year’s enroll- 
ment mark during the same 
period at 3721, estimates were 
that registration this week would 
jump the statistics by 1000 stu- 
dents, 

Herron reported that 294 stu- 
dents registered on Tuesday, 
boosting the total enrollment to 
4401 students. While the early 
returns weren’t in yesterday, 
indications were that enrollment 
would reach 4900 in the closing 
hours today. 

More than 175 courses were 
closed by last Wednesday, forc- 
ing many late registering stu- 
dents to change their original 
program schedule. 

eeak enrollment for the 1962 
fall semester was 4720. Educa- 
tors project a high of 5600 this 
year, citing a 20 per cent en- 
reliment increase each fall at 
SAC. 

NEW REGISTRATION 

Under the revised system, 
1483 returning students were 
registered in Thursday signups at 
Bill Cook Gym. New student en- 
rollment totaled 1610 on Friday 
and 1014 on Saturday. 

New registration procedures 


set up to handle the increasing 
tide of student enrollments were 
reported a. success by faculty 
members, who assisted in the 
signup in the massive Cook Gym. 

Under the new arrangement, 
the familiar “role ‘call’? was si- 
lenced for opening classes on 
Tuesday because students were 
handed IBM class cards when reg- 
istering which were collected by 
the instructor. 

Herron stressed that one of 
the greatest problems comes after 
registration, that of students who 
do not take proper steps to with- 
draw from a course.

-A college on the trimester 
plan can accomodate 30 per cent 
more studerits with no more 
classrooms and with only a 
modest increase in staff. With 
college enrollments jumping 
from four million to eight million 
in 1970, this program may be the 
only salvation for hard-pressed 
state institutions. : ; 

-Students can cut’ years off 
the time they normally would 
spend preparing themselves for a 
eareer. This particularly is true 
of the growing number who go 
on to professional or graduate 
school. 

-The traditional long summer 
vacation is a throwback to the 
day when young people were 
needed at home’on the farm in 
summer, and that day has long 
since passed. 

Keynote of the trimester is 
efficiency. And there, perhaps, 
is its greatest drawback.

“The trimester robs students 
of many things, but what the 
miss most of all is ‘thinking 
time’.”’ 

The University of Pittsburgh 
pioneered the trimester plan in 
September 1959, and it is now 
an accepted way of academic 
life there. All four of Florida’s 
went on the 
program last fall, as did Jackson- 
ville, Fla. University, a private 
institution.
